TOWNSHIP TO UPDATE 


ANIMAL CONTROL ORDINANCE

On September 26, the Huron 
Township Board of Trustees 
approved the first reading of an 
updated animal control ordi- 
nance. 

Police Chief Robert Metzger 
compiled the information as 
requested by the Board following 
a dog attack that took place earli- 
er in the year. 

Trustee Larry O’Kelley asked 
several questions about the pro- 
~ posed ordinance. One item he 
was concermed with was that any 
animal that has remained on 
someone’s property for five days 
would be assumed the property 
owners. He pointed out that if so, 
that would mean his neighbor’s 
dog that visits the O’Kelleys 
would then be considered the 
O’Kelley’s dog.

At the October 1 Huron Board 
of Education meeting, the Huron 
Township Rotary was commend- 
ed. Superintendent Thomas 
Hosler announced, “We want to 
recognize this very important 
group to this-community and to 
our school district... One of the 
great things about the Rotary is 
all the things we don’t see ... and 
that is to help others in a very 
unselfish way.” 

The Superintendent read a 
detailed list written by Brown 
Elementary Principal ‘Rod 
Hopper, of the many ways the 
Rotary. has helped the district. 
Such assistance included dona- 
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nance would require that all cats 
and dogs be tethered. The Chief 
explained that for dogs, this 
would include the use of a fence, 
chain; invisible fence, or other 
means of containing the dog. In 
addition, children 17 and under 
would not be able to have a dog 
on anyone else’s property. 

Furthermore, cats as well as 
dogs would need to be licensed 
and registered. 

Upon questioning by 
O’Kelley, the Chief pointed out 
that he had no recommendations 
regarding the ordinance. He said 
he had simply compiled the vari- 
ous items that the animal ordi- 
nance in neighboring communities 
included. The Chief said he was 
only giving the information to the 
Board for it to make its own 
determination, 

O’Kelley he was concerned 
with the rules pertaining to cats. 
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tions for the H.O.S.T.S. program, 
purchasing library books, dona- 
tions for parties and picnics, sup- 
porting Outdoor Challenge, 


He pointed out the potential risk 
of cats wearing collars hanging 
themselves when jumping and 
climbing. 

Trustee Marlene Krause said 
she liked the cat part because of 
roaming and breeding cats. She 
saw no concern with cats wearing 
collars and the potential risk. 

Trustee Nora Adkins had con- 
cern over tethered dogs becoming 
a barking nuisance. She wanted to 


~ make sure that the barking issue 


was addressed. 

In agreement with O’Kelley, 
Supervisor John Mitchell com- 
mented that cats wearing collars 
could hang themselves very easi- 
ly when climbing trees. 

O’Kelley said that he was 
pleased with the language in the 
ordinance for which it was origi- 
nally intended to address animal 
bites and attacks. Nevertheless, 
he pointed out that the policy was 
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recently donating flags and more. 
In other news: 
¢ During public comments, a

Treasurer Jarrod Barron asked 
the Chief if he felt enforcement of 
the ordinance would be practical. 

The Chief said it would give 
the department a too] when resi- 
dents make complaints. He said 
the department would not be out 
looking for violations and agreed 
that the ordinance could be 
enforced with common sense. 

The first reading was approved 
unanimously. After further 
review, the Board will discuss the 
ordinance and possible changes 
again at its second reading. 

Another item discussed at 
length was increasing the hours 
and salary of Huron Township’s 
tax assessor, Timothy O’Donnell. 

The Supervisor said he wanted 
to increase the assessor’s hours 
from one day per week to 1% 
days. 


However, the Treasurer said he 


_wanted to see written documenta- 


tion regarding normal salaries of 
assessors to ensure the salary 
increase is reasonable. He said he 
also would like to do further 
investigation on the need for 
increasing the assessor’s hours 
and if warranted, when it should 
be done. 

The Supervisor and Adkins 
both indicated concern over the 
possibility of the assessor leaving 
and what they saw as a legitimate 
need for increasing the hours of 
the assessor. 

Adkins motioned to increase 
the assessor’s hours to one and a 
half days per week starting 
January | and then to revisit the 
issue in April. The motion was 
carried with the Treasurer Baron 
and O’Kelley opposing.

Vice President 
Donna Mendrysa asked about the 
possibility of designating Renton 
Junior High as well. The 
Superintendent said he’d request 
a form to bring back to the Board. 


e The Superintendent gave a 
construction update. He said that 
final schematics of Brown were 


brought back to the committee, 
which consists of parents, archi- 
tects, faculty, and others from the 
community. In addition, work on 
the Miller Elementary roof has 
begun and should be complete by 
the end of October. 


* Presentations by technology 
design companies Minds Data 
Serve and Child’s were given. 
The Board expressed interest in 
Minds Data Service. Providing 
that certain conditions the Board 
set forth are accepted by Minds, 
the company will be contracted 
for their services. The Board is 
asking that some items be includ- 
ed in the price.
